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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Itakura fails to disclose "a 
retriever ... for retrieving the time restricted data from the buffer, at a retrieval rate" since Itakura teaches a "time stamp take out circuit" 
that "does not retrieve time restricted data from the buffer." Examiner, respectfully, disagrees. Itakura explicitly discloses that the buffer 
memory "store[es] the transmission data supplied to the extraction means" where the extraction means is the time stamp take out circuit 
(col. 4, lines 7-8 and col. 4, line 64-col. 5, line 10). Since the packets from the buffer are supplied directly to the extraction means, the 
extraction means retrieves the time restricted data from the buffer. 

Applicant further asserts that "the combination of Itakura and Rusu . . . does not yield the present invention" since in Itakura the 
"monitoring rate" depends on the packet arrival rate which cannot be set by the retriever. Again, Examiner, respectfully, disagrees with 
Applicant's assertion. As Applicant points out, Itakura does not teach setting the monitoring rate, which is why Examiner combined 
Itakura with Rusu. Rusu teaches setting a monitoring rate in order to allow a system to compensate and adapt to different rates by 
shortening (or lengthening) the time interval to gain more frequent (or less frequent) samples to permit quicker adjustments (or slower 
adjustments). Therefore the combination of Itakura and Rusu suggests REPLACING the monitoring rate set-up of Itakura with the 
monitoring rate set-up of Rusu. It is this combination that results in a system that sets the monitoring rate. 

In view of the foregoing, Examiner maintains that the claims are rendered obvious by the cited prior art. 
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
